The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  i.n  the  area  has  remained  low 
throughout  the  year  :  The  fact  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  during  the  year  is  a  striking  testimonial  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  campaign  which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  years  on 
active  immunization  against  the  disease. 

Water  Supplies. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  water  supplies  during  the 
year,  and  except  for  the  villages  of  Brompton,  Romanby,  Osmotherley, 
West  Rounton  and  Nether  Silton  which  have  an  adequate  piped  supply 
the  provision  of  wholesome  water  to  the  community  is  far  from  satis¬ 
factory.  It  is  gratifying  to  have  to  report  that  an  early  start  on  the 
distribution  scheme  from  the  reservoir  at  present  under  construction 
at  Cod  Beck  is  anticipated.  This  ambitious  and  comprehensive  scheme 
will  supply  piped  water  to  all  villages  and  many  farms  in  the  Rural 
district. 

Until  this  scheme  is  completed  it  will  however,  be  necessary  to 
provide  a  temporary  supply  of  water  to  the  village  of  Great  Langton 
where  the  position,  at  present  is  singularly  bad.  The  temporary  supply 
to  this  community  should  be  treated  with  considerable  urgency. 
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Milk. 

There  are  seven  registered  retail  Milk  Sellers  in  the  area,  who  are 
supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  district,  but  there 
are  six  registered  dealers  who  are  kept  under  supervision  to  ensure 
that  they  comply  with  the  Ice-Cream  Regulations. 

Meat  and  Food. 

The  slaughter  and  inspection  of  animals  intended  for  human 
consumption  is  carried  out  at  the  abattoir  in  Northallerton,  and  as  in 
previous  years  your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  carried  out  relief  duties  on 
meat  inspection  when  required. 

In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  display 
and  handling  of  foodstuffs  the  Model  Byelaws  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  during  the  year  have  been  adopted.  A  copy  of  these  bye¬ 
laws  has  been  forwarded  to  all  food  distributors  in  the  area,  and  this 
will  be  followed  by  periodic  visits  to  all  appropriate  establishments  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

On  the  whole  these  have  been  satisfactory,  but  it  is  felt  that  in  a 
few  cases  a  little  more  attention  could  be  paid  by  the  management  to 
the  provision  of  adequate  ablution  and  sanitary  facilities. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  systematic  collection  of  household  refuse  from  every  village 
in  the  area  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 

Due  to  the  ever  increasing  load  on  this  service,  it  has  at  times 
during  the  year  been  very  badly  strained  and  strict  schedules  have  been 
impossible  to  maintain.  The  point  has  now  been  reached  where  the 
augmentation  of  the  service  by  another  vehicle  and  crew  must  be 
seriously  considered.  The  present  system  of  refuse  disposal  cannot  be 
considered  satisfactory.  The  central  tip  at  Yafforth  Road  is  badly 
situated  when  considered  both  from  the  angle  of  general  amenity  and 
proximity  to  habitations.  The  labour  force  is  inadequate  to  ensure 
controlled  tipping.  An  attempt  should  be  made  to  obtain  an  altern¬ 
ative  tipping  site,  and  in  this  regard  the  question  of  land-reclamation 
may  be  fruitfully  explored  with  the  Local  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  conjunction  with  Northallerton  Urban  District  Council  a 
Rodent  Operative  covering  both  districts  was  appointed  during  the 
year.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  are  appended  in  the  report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  on  the  new  Sewage 
Disposal  system  for  the  parishes  of  Brampton  and  Romanby,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  in  commission  before  the  end  of  1951. 

With  the  exception  of  Osmotherley  no  other  village  in  the  area 
possesses  a  modern  sewage  disposal  plant.  With  the  anticipated  earl}/ 
starting  date  on  the  water  distribution  scheme,  plans  should  now  be 
made  for  the  provision  of  modern  sewers  and  disposal  works  where 

necessary. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  few  complaints  continue  to  be  received  regarding  the  pollution 
of  streams  in  the  area.  Although  palliative  measures  have  been  taken 
in  some  cases,  any  marked  improvement  must  await  the  installation  of 
more  modern  methods  of  sewage  disposal. 

Housing. 

With  the  lessening  demand  for  the  provision  of  dwellings  for  the 
unhoused,  more  attention  should  now  be  directed  to  the  rehousing  of 
families  who  are  overcrowded  or  living  in  unfit  and  sub-standard 
houses.  Throughout  the  area  there  are  a  number  of  occupied  dwellings 
which  are  scheduled  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  the  letting 
committees  should  lay  more  emphasis  on  the  rehousing  of  this  type  of 
case  than  has  been  done  in  the  past,  in  order  that  a  start  can  be  made 
on  the  improvement  or  demolition  of  houses  which  are  definitely 
prejudicial  to  health. 

This  important  contribution  to  positive  health  has  of  necessity 
been  in  abeyance  due  to  the  stringency  of  the  overall  housing  situation, 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  time  may  now  be  opportune  to  make  a  tentative 
start  on  this  aspect  of  public  health  work.

Shops. 

During  the  year  55  routine  inspections  were  made.  There  were 
9  instances  of  contraventions  or  improvements  affected. 
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Streams  and  Water  Courses. 

Streams  have  been  cleansed  at  Thrintoft,  East  Cowton  and  Morton- 
on-Swale.  At  Morton-on-Swale,  the  watercourse  known  as  the 
Cockett  which  was  discharging  to  the  Council’s  sewer  was  diverted  by 
the  Rural  District  Council,  and  a  length  of  culvert  cleansed  by  the 
County  Council,  the  cost  being  shared  by  the  two  authorities. 

The  condition  of  the  beck  at  Water  End,  Brompton,  is  deteriorating 
rapidly.  As  reported  previously,  the  same  should  receive  attention 
annually  and  the  Internal  Drainage  Board  should  be  pressed  to  take 
action  in  the  matter. 

Rodent  Control. 

Consequent  upon  the  passing  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Rural  and  Urban  Councils  appointed  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator.  He  commenced  duties  in  November,  1950,  and 
divides  his  time  equally  between  the  two  Authorities. 

At  first  there  was  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  occupiers  of  land  and 
buildings  to  have  poison  baits  laid  on  their  premises,  but  this  reluctance 
is  now  gradually  being  overcome. 

Apart  from  dwelling  houses,  farms,  and  the  Council’s  own 
property  i.e.  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  works,  treatments  were 
carried  out  for  British  Railways.  The  cost  of  treatments  at  business 
premises  is  recoverable  from  the  owners  and  in  subsequent  Reports 
detailed  figures  will  be  published. 

Water  Supplies. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  position  but  it  is  now 
certain  that  in  1951  work  will  commence  on  the  Council’s  comprehen¬ 
sive  water  grid  scheme.  This  scheme  will  bring  piped  water  to  every 
village  in  the  Council’s  area,  and  make  available  a  supply  to  some  five 
hundred  farms. 

Over  eighty  miles  of  pipe  line  will  be  laid  down  and  there  will  be 
constructed  four  service  reservoirs  and  a  water  tower.  The  source  of 
the  supply  will  be  from  the  reservoir  now  under  construction  on  the 
Cod  Beck  at  Osmotherley. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  an  alternative  temporary 
supply  at  Great  Langton  where  the  village  well  is  subject  to  contamina¬ 
tion.  As  no  satisfactory  alternative  can  be  found  within  the  village 
itself,  the  Council  should  consider  the  possibility  of  piping  water  from 
the  Kiplin  Hall  private  supply  as  in  any  event  under  the  Council’s 
general  scheme  of  supply  a  main  would  be  laid  between  Kiplin  and 
Great  Langton.

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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Council  operate  two  Karrier  refuse  vehicles,  one  ten  cubic 
yards  capacity  and  the  other  seven  cubic  yards  capacity.  Each  village 
in  the  Rural  Area  is  served  by  the  vehicles. 

Owing  to  the  continued  erection  of  new  houses,  a  strain  is  being 
placed  upon  the  service,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  some  re-organisa¬ 
tion  is,  of  necessity,  now  indicated.  I  advise  the  purchase  of  an 
additional  vehicle  of  not  less  than  ten  cubic  yard  capacity. 

The  old  clay  pit  off  Yafforth  Road  at  the  present  rate  of  tipping 
cannot  be  expected  to  suffice  for  more  than  another  eighteen  months 
and  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  find  an  alternative.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  quite  properly  drawn  attention  in  his  Report  to 
the  undesirability  of  the  continued  use  of  the  present  tip  owing  to  it 
close  proximity  to  habitations  and  the  fact  that  disposal  and  “  layering” 
is  not  practised  in  accordance  with  the  code  laid  down  by  the  Ministry. 

I  therefore,  recommend  that  a  suitable  site  away  from  habitations, 
yet  relatively  central,  be  leased  or  purchased  and  that  in  the  meantime 
the  services  of  a  general  labourer  be  engaged  for  work  on  the  tip  and 
elsewhere.

Milk  and  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

There  are  7  registered  retail  milk-sellers  in  the  area  and  during 
the  year  15  inspections  of  premises  were  made.  Two  samples  of  milk 
were  obtained  and  both  on  examination  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  6  dealers  in  ice-cream  registered  by  the  Council,  2 
Osmotherley,  2  Romanby,  and  2  Brompton.  4  dealers  sell  pre¬ 
packed  products  and  2  dealers  bulk  ice-cream  which  is  obtained  from 
manufacturers  in  Northallerton.  'There  are  no  manufacturers  within 
the  Rural  area.  24  inspections  were  made  and  2  samples  procured. 
Both  samples  proved  satisfactory  (Grade  1). 
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Food  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  centralised 
in  Northallerton,  and  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  undertake 
relief  duties  at  the  abattoir  when  the  Urban  District  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  away. 


During  the  year,  the  following  foodstuffs  were  inspected  in  the 
Rural  Area  and  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  the  settling  tanks  were  emptied  in  the  Parishes 
of  Ainderby  Steeple,  Morton-on-Swale,  Thrintoft,  Yafforth,  Danby 
Wiske,  East  Cowton,  Great  Smeaton,  Hornby,  West  Rounton,  Appleton 
Wiske,  Welbury,  and  Borrowby. 

The  tanks  in  Brompton  were  pumped  off  and  cleansed  twice 
during  the  year. 

Work  commenced  in  April  on  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage 
works  at  Romanby  and  the  sewer  outfall  from  Brompton,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  work  proceeds  with  all  possible  speed  so  that  the  proper 
treatment  of  sewage  from  these  parishes  is  not  long  delayed. 

It  is  practically  certain  that  in  1951,  work  will  commence  in  the 
Council’s  water  distribution  scheme  and  as,  in  the  years  to  come,  piped 
water  will  inevitably  lead  to  the  installation  of  W.C’s,  baths,  etc,  the 
existing  village  settling  tanks  will  have  to  be  replaced  by  proper  disposal 
units.
